Pursuant to your request of 28 April 1952, a very 
discreet inquiry was made to determine something of the 
nature of the Associates of Christ Church in Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania. 

The "New York Times” newspaper for 22 March 1952 
contained an announcement by one Owen J. ROBERTS, former 
Supreme Court Justice, of the formation of the National 
Provisional Committee of Advisors of the Associates of Christ 
Church in Philadelphia, Pennsylvania, with himself as Chairman. 
This church was stated to be an historic Protestant Episcopal 
institution which had at one time been attended by George 
Washington and Thomas Jefferson. 

The express intention of the Church was to restore 
the influence of the church in today’s crises. Among the mem- 
bers of the Committee are:
